MARTIN — Kentucky Com- 
mercial Vehicle Enforcement offi- 
cers responded to a complaint of 
the possible location of a stolen 
coal truck on Ky.

CVE officer seeks special 
prosecutor in assault case

LOUISA — A state Commercial Vehicle Enforce- 
ment officer charged with misdemeanor assault filed 
a motion last week for appointment of a special 
prosecutor in the case, asking that Lawrence County 
Mike Hogan and his assistants be disqualified due to 
a conflict of interest. 

A copy of the motion was also sent to Attorney 
General Jack Conway. 

CVE officer Darvin Marsillett is charged with 
fourth-degree assault in connection with a Feb. 21 
arrest in Lawrence County in which the owner of 
three coal trucks, Bobby J. Adkins Jr., was cited for 
traffic violations and additionally charged with mul- 
tiple offenses, including assault of the officer and 
obstructing governmental operations and the tmcks 
were impounded. 

During a hearing last Wednesday in Lawrence 
District Court, Marsillett’s attorney, C. David Mus- 
setter of Cattletsburg, said that he also plans to use 
Hogan as a witness in the case. 

“Mr. Hogan is resisting the motion,” Mussetter 
told Judge Susan Johnson. 

Mussetter apologized to Johnson for filing the 



motion for a special prosecutor late, saying that his 
secretary of more than 20 years had just retired and 
she had another person who was helping her at the 
moment. 

“I would have been prepared to respond, but I 
didn’t get this (motion) until late yesterday evening,” 
Hogan said. 

“He already explained why that happened,” John- 
son told Hogan. “So you need a hearing date.” 

Hogan said he would be out of town next week on 
vacation, and Johnson said the only other date she 
has available is May 22. 

“I am having scheduling problems, and I know 
it’s a long way off, but it’s the best I can do,” Johnson 
said. “I have pretrial on that date, and we can take it 
up in chambers or something.” 

“Your honor, it is our intention to call Hogan as a 
witness on that day,” Mussetter said. 

Hogan told The Big Sandy News after the court 
appearance that he is going on vacation next week, 
but that he plans on filing a response to the request 
for the motion to appoint a special prosecutor. 

“There was no law cited, no statute cited. The

allegations are unverified and 
there is no affidavit to support 
the allegations,” Hogan said. 
“It’s embellished, exaggerat- 
ed, and they are portraying 
facts that don’t exist. I didn’t 
witness anything, and I was 
just there in reference to the 
legality of the insurance and 
driver’s license and paper- 
work, and those documents 
were produced that night at 
my house, which is what the 
judge saw and why she 
released the trucks, and they 
haven’t asked her to recuse 
herself.” 

In the motion requesting a 
special prosecutor, Hogan is 
asked to recuse himself due to 
a conflict of interest and also 
talks about the incident on 
Feb. 21, when Marsillett and 
other CVE officers made a 
routine traffic stop on a tractor 
trailer owned by BJJR Truck- 
ing Inc. of Fort Gay, W.Va., 
and were performing a level 2 
federal safety inspection on 
U.S. 23 in Lawrence County. 

“During the course of the 
inspection an individual came 
upon the scene and climbed 
upon the stopped commercial 
vehicle and was talking with 
the operator. The Mr. Adkins 
named individual was instruct- 
ed to leave the area on several 
occasions by two different 
uniformed officers,” the 
motion says. “Marsillett 
warned Adkins that he needed 
to return to his vehicle and 
leave the inspection site before 
he went to jail. Adkins became 
irate and began cussing and 
stated that he was not going to 
go anywhere. Marsillett 
instructed Adkins to turn 
around and put his hands 
behind his back. When Adkins 
refused to comply, Marsillett 
put his hand on Adkins arm to 
turn him around, he began 
swinging at the officer 
attempting to hit him in the 
face with his fist, but missed 
and struck him in the shoulder. 
Adkins was restrained and 
taken to the ground and placed 
in handcuffs without further 
incident.” 

“After getting Adkins to a 
marked patrol car, he stated he 
was sorry for what he had just 
done and that he was an idiot 
for doing it. Adkins stated he 
was stupid for trying to fight 
with the officer, and asked if 
they would just let him go and 
start over, that it was his fault,” 
the motion says. “After getting 
Adkins into the car, Marsillett 
asked his name and he stated 
his name was Bobby Joe 
Adkins Jr. The officers con- 
tacted the KSP Post and 
advised them of the altercation 
and asked that a supervisor be 
dispatched to the scene. Sgt. 
Nathan Day arrived and talked 
with the officers and then 
Adkins.” 

The motion says that when

proof of residency, such as a 
driver’s license. 

April 22-26 has also been 
designated as Spring Cleanup 
Week in Paintsville, with free 
trash pickup provided for all 
residential customers in 
Paintsville.

Day returned to his vehicle, a 
female pulled up behind him 
and exited her SUV, demand- 
ing to know what happened 
and what was going on, claim- 
ing to be the owner of the 
stopped commercial vehicles. 

“The female was instruct- 
ed, she needed to return to her 
vehicle and leave the scene. 
After the female left, another 
vehicle pulled in behind Day 
and a male subject exited the 
vehicle and became irate with 
Day who directed the male 
subject to get back in his vehi- 
cle and leave the scene of the 
stop,” the motion says. “Mar- 
sillett left the scene of the stop 
and transported Adkins to the 
Lawrence County Sheriff’s 
Office and turned him over to 
the Lawrence County Jailer 
for transport to the Big Sandy 
Regional Detention Center. 
Marsillett arrived back at the 
scene approximately 10 min- 
utes later.” 

The motion says that a 
white Jeep pulled in behind 
Day at a high rate of speed and 
an unknown male (later identi- 
fied as Lawrence County 
Attorney Mike Hogan) dressed 
in shorts, ball shoes and a 
jacket, got out of the Jeep and 
became very loud and irate 
with Day. 

“Marsillett exited his patrol 
car and walked back to see 
what was going on. As he 
approached, the male subject 
stated that he was in charge 
and that the officers were 
going to let all the stopped 
vehicles go and the guys who 
were driving the stopped vehi- 
cles were going to drive them 
away and no citations would 
be issued,” the motion says. 
The male subject warned that 
if his directive was not fol- 
lowed that things were going 
to get really bad for the offi- 
cers. He then turned toward 
Officer Marsillett pointing his 
finger in his face stating that it 
was going to get even worse 
for him.” 

The motion says that 
Hogan stated “he would see 
that all charges were dismissed 
in such a way that Marsillett 
would get sued,” and Day told 
Hogan that “he was not going 
to be making threats toward 
his officers.” 

Day told Marsillett to go 
back to his vehicle and he 
would take care of the situa- 
tion, the motion says. 

Marsillett returned to the 
stopped vehicles and complet- 
ed the level 2 inspections and 
after Hogan left the scene, 
Day identified him as being 
County Attorney Mike Hogan, 
the motion also says. 

“In an attempt to make 
good on his threat that things 
were going to get real bad for 
the officers, without notice to 
KSP, Hogan obtained an 
Exparte Order, without a hear- 
ing, releasing the impounded 
vehicles which were the sub- 
ject of numerous safety and 
legal violations. Hogan also 
attempted to obtain an arrest 
warrant for Marsillett on Fri- 
day afternoon after hours, 
without fully advising the 
Court of all the pertinent facts 



surrounding the stop,” the 
motion says. “A number of 
KSP, CVE Officers appeared 
at Adkins initial arraignment 
in District Court to ensure the 
charges were not improperly 
dismissed by the County 
Attorney’s Office. Adkins was 
subsequently indicted for 
third-degree assault by a Law- 
rence County Grand Jury, 
which found there was proba- 
ble cause to charge him.” 

The motion also talked 
about an interview Hogan did 
with the BSN in which Hogan 
said Adkins’ wife had con- 
tacted him by cell phone seek- 
ing assistance for her husband 
and he said he would take care 
of it and that his idea of taking 
care of it was to get Adkins 
released. Hogan also said dur- 
ing the interview that Adkins 
lived in the same subdivision 
and that their children had 
attended Trinity Christian 
Academy together. 

“Hogan’s extraordinary 
actions and unusual conduct in 
the case clearly demonstrate 
that he is prejudiced in this 
matter and that he and other 
members of his staff are likely 
to be material witnesses in the 



proceedings,” the motion says. 
“Attempting to influence the 
actions of law enforcement 
officers and making threats 
against them for carrying out 
their duties in an effort to 
assist a neighbor who had 
been cited for violation of the 
law is not in keeping with the 
duties and responsibilities of 
the County Attorney’s Office.” 

Mussetter said during Mar- 
sillett ’s arraignment on March 
27 that he wanted Hogan to 
recuse himself from the case, 
but Hogan said he wasn’t a 
witness and that there is no 
reason for him to recuse him- 
self. 

Hogan also said that he 
“planned to prosecute the 
case.” 

Adkins, 34, of Louisa, was 
indicted March 8 on charges 
of third-degree assault, 
obstructing governmental 
operations, resisting arrest, 
license to be in possession, no 
registration receipt and failure 
to produce insurance. 

Adkins is scheduled for a 
pretrial conference in Law- 
rence Circuit Court April 26.

They 
touch everything and put their fingers in their mouths or even put their mouths on tobacco toxin surfaces.

Homeowner Betty Pres- 
ton, 40, and Donney Great- 
house, 23, of West Van Lear, 
were also taken into custody 
and charged with first-degree 
manufacturing methamphet- 
amine, unlawful possession 
of meth precursors and com- 
plicity controlled substance 
endangerment to a child. 

According to a press 
release issued by the John- 
son County Sheriff’s Office, 
deputy Byron Fairchild 
received a tip of a possible 



meth lab in a residence with 
children. When he arrived at 
the residence, he asked to be 
allowed to check on the wel- 
fare of the children, the 
release said. 

Once inside, Fairchild 
discovered the remnants of 
two recently active meth 
labs, the release said, and a 
further search of the property 
was conducted and Jonathan 
Fairchild was found hiding 
underneath the residence, the 
release said. 

Jonathan Fairchild 
attempted to flee the scene 
and led Fairchild in a foot 



pursuit, during which he suc- 
cessfully apprehended Jona- 
than Fairchild and took him 
into custody, the press 
release said. 

Remnants from several 
meth labs, as well as meth 
precursors, were also found 
under the residence, the 
release said. 

Jonathan Fairchild, Pres- 
ton and Greathouse were 
transported to the Big Sandy 
Regional Detention Center. 

Kentucky State Police 
also assisted at the scene, 
and the case remains under 
investigation by Fairchild.

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How to do a 
free online 
background 
check

Have you done an 
online background check 
of yourself lately? There 
are several reasons you 
should. 

There might be errone- 
ous information about you 
floating around the Internet 
or in your credit report. 
Maybe you’ll find a picture 
of yourself or a comment 
you made years ago some- 
where that’s a little embar- 
rassing. 

These things will pop 
up and hurt your chances 
the next time you apply for 
a loan or a job. Fortunately, 
you can take steps to cor- 
rect or remove this damag- 
ing information. 

It’s also a very good 
idea to do a background 
check before taking on a 
roommate or going out on 
a date with that new crush 
you met online. You never 
know what sort of worry- 
ing or dangerous details 
could be lurking in some- 
one’s past. 

Because checking peo- 
ple’s background is such a 
pressing need, there are 
dozens of ways to go about 
this. Fortunately, several 
ways won’t cost you a 
thing. 

Before I continue, I 
should point out a tricky 
fact about background 
checks. If you are perform- 
ing a background check as 
a landlord or employer - or 
for credit, medical or insur- 
ance reasons - you can’t 
use just any service. 

Under the Fair Credit 
Reporting Act, you have to 
use a Consumer Reporting 
Agency. A CRA has to 
maintain certain standards 
for data protection and 
offer dispute resolution. 

If you do reject a poten- 
tial tenant or employee 
(even semi-informal 
employees like domestic 
workers) based on a back- 
ground check from a com- 
pany that isn’t a CRA, you 
could wind up in trouble. 

You can find a fairly 
complete list of CRAs on 
my website. The list is 
helpfully divided into cat- 
egories such as credit 
reporting, employment his- 
tory, insurance, renting and 
so on. Note that you can 
request and dispute the 
information that these 
CRAs have on file for you. 

For checking on poten- 
tial roommates or romantic 
partners, you can use just 
about any service or (legal) 
method. 

The simplest option for 
a background check is to 
hire a professional service. 
You can find dozens of 
background check agen- 
cies online. 

You will need to watch 
out for scam companies. 
Look around at several 
companies to find the aver- 
age price for a background 
check and avoid any com- 
panies that are too low or 
too high. 

If you want to save 
some money and you have 
some time, you can do 
many of the same checks 
yourself. You might also 
dig up information on a 
person’s habits or character 
that a professional might 
not consider. Click here 
for four sites that can really 
help you learn about some- 
one. They comb Google, 
Facebook and other infor- 
mation websites to find out 
details that the person has 
willingly shared. 

A Google search could 
turn up other things about 
the person that might make 
you think twice, too. How- 
ever, you probably won’t 
see important details about 
whether they’ve been 
arrested or evicted in the 
past. 

Luckily, most court 
information is public 
record. To find it, go to 
your state’s official gov- 
ernment website or find the
